Weight.— Males, without clothing, and also in ordinary clothing without overcoat or hat (weigh twice); females, clothed but 
without wrap or hat. .If overweight, state whether due to bone and muscle or to fat. 

Height.—W ithout boots or shoes; observe that no appliances are used to increase. 

The examination should include the following observations , as to—~ 
b 1. Eyes.—P tosis; discharge; corneal scar; pterygium. In recording distant vision consider 20/eet as normal and report all 
vision as a fraction with 20 feet as numerator and the .smallest type read at 20 feet as denominator. If glasses are used, record 
for each eye the finding with and without glasses.* ' 

2. Ear&—E vidence of middle ear or mastoid disease; condition of drums; discharge. In recording hearing, record 20 feet 

as normal distance for conversational voice and record deviation from normal as fraction with 2Q as denominator and actual

9. Inguinax. rings.— Hernia; no hernia, but impulse on coughing; no hernia or impulse, but abnormally large rings. Any 
other hernia should be noted, and If present describe fully and state whether it is retained by well-fitting truss. 

10 to 13. Scars, deformities, atrophies, paralyses, or fiat foot of such a nature as to incapacitate or become aggravated by 
work or be later alleged as caused by accident or occupation. By “flat foot ”, as used in this form, is meant a foot with impaired 
function, the term being equivalent to “fallen or misplaced arch”, an abnormal condition.

Special Agent Rogers entered ay office in a businesslike 
Banner and introduced himself by exhibiting his commission card. He 
was a little abrupt in starting out the interview by stating that he 
came to talk about the identification of an automobile. 


He covered all the necessary information desired in -inter¬ 
viewing the owner of a stolen automobile, but the order in which he 
obtained this information was not logical as he inquired as to 
identifying marks near the "first of the interview and did not get a 
general description of the car until the last thing, having apparently 
overlooked this information. 


He referred constantly to an outline or notes which he had 
prepared prior to coming into the office. 

When informed that the certificate of title and registration 
papers had been turned over to the insurance company, he suggested 
that I have these papers returned so that I could have them in the 
event I was called upon to testify and he appeared completely at a 
loss when I remarked that I was not interested In having these papers 
returned to me as I was only interested in having the Insurance 
company return the automobile or make a cash settlement with me for 
same. As to the report submitted by Agent Rogers, the synopsis of the 
facts does not indicate the description of the automobile nor the 
-fact that I could personally identify this automobile by motor number. 
He also used in the synopsis of facts the phrase "informed Agent." 

He also stated in the synopsis of facts that the owner did not know 
any facts surrounding the theft and the details reflect the circum¬ 
stances surrounding the theft. The undeveloped leads set out in this 
report are the logical leads and the grade on both, the interview and 
the .report is FAIR. ■ 9
